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Friends and I-'kllow Citizens: I conic

The amendment was rejected, whereupon 
Mr. Mallory cousulted hastily, so he said, 
with Yallandigtiam, Cox, and others, who 
advised him not to vote at all, and he didn't.

The 
dh, bandment of Lee's army put an end to 
the Southern opposition, and th. foul 
murde." of Abraham Lincoln by a Stale 
rights Democrat silenced the oppo», Lion m 
the loyal rv"tcs. With all this unbounded 
strength, a million of bayonets at his com- 
mand and nouP pointed at him; with all 
the orators and presses of the country, vie- 
ing in assurances of confidence an 1 sup- 
port; with more than regal, with almost un- 
limited power, what has he dons to outrage 



Ufieration by Mr. Mallory aud others that 
niggers were to be enlisted to fight the 
rebels. He said the service and the cause 
would be dishonored and the flag disgraced 
by the aid of black men. And that was the 
hue and cry of all the enemies of the Gov- 
ernment everywhere; aud abolitionists were 
abused, aud negro equality was rolled as a 
sweet morsel under the tongue, and your 
prejudices were appealed to then as now to 
move you to oppose the Government, and 
many of you did it. Soon, however, the 
draft came, and the Government resolved 
that it was as tit that the slaves of rich men 
should die on the field of battle as that the 
sons of poor white men should do so; that 
it was unpatriotic, selfish, aud cruel for the 
slaveholder to insist that the best blood, 
and all the white blood iu the land, save 
his own, should be shed iu defense of the 
Government, but that the black man. 
though willing and able to tight, 
should not be allowed to risk his 
hie in battle lest he might be killed and 
the master lose his value, or, worse still, he 
should not do so, even were the master paid 
bis value by the Government. And so the 
black man, as well as the white man, was 
drafted; and for every black man that was 
placed in the army iu Kentucky a poor 
white man became exempt from service and 
allowed to remain with his dear ones at 
home. Surely this was fair and Just and 
right— and yet what a cry went up against 
it from the enemies of the Government — 



the greatest or to weigh down the humblest from slave-holders and from as many non- 
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I slave-holders as 
chatties. 
It is true, many loyal men were honestly 
I opposed to the enlistment of black men in 

' the army, but the fiercest opposition came 
from the traitors, who were opposed, in 
fact, to all enlistments, to the war, and to 
the Government, and who seized nigger en- 
listments as a means of exciting hatred to- 
ward the authorities. Rut this opposition 
finally passed away, and the opponents 
submitted in low grumbling. There were 
two potent reasons for this: First, Jeff Davis 
aud his rettel government resolved to dis- 
grace the rebel flag and the rebel people by 
th» enlistineut of slaves, and the Richmond 
papers thereupon declared that black troops 
were better than white. Second, the draft- 
ing of these slaveholders themselves or the 
non-slaveholders who joined them in their 
opposition. In such cases a black man was 
speedily obtained by the drafted anti-war 
Democrat, who never slept until be had 
disgraced the flag of the Union cause, by 
having the black man accepted as bis sub- 
stitute. And so negro enlistments became 
quite respectable by keeping out of the 
rank.- of our army, and saving from rebel 
bullets and the grave the only (would be) 
respectable portion of the community. Rut 
to Mr. Mallory again: 

A little while after Mr. Mallory refused 
to vote on the appropriation bill, a bill came 
from the Senate to the House, to enroll the 
national forces, commonly called the con- 
scription bill. It had passed the Senate 
without opposition, only four votes cast 
against it, Lazarus Powell beiug one— the 
other three 1 forget. Mallory knew he 
could not defeat its passage, yet he opposed 
it with malignant bitterness, and with such 

Sower as he possessed, assailed the Presi- 
ent and the Admiuis ration, painting him 
blacker thau Nero aud Caligula. The De- 
mocracy joined iu, and every effort was 
.jade to render the law odious and hateful. 
In all the conservative neighborhoods ol 
Indiana and Illinois, Provost Marshals 
were beaten, imprisoned or murdered. Re- 
sistance to the draft became the Democratic- 
watchword. Companies drilled uightlx 
aud daily, not to tight the rebels, but to 
fight the United States draft officers. At 
last the thing culminated in the disgracefal 
and bloody riot that raged tor five days iu 
the streets of New York, where the friends 
of my honorable rival, and of Governor 
Seymour, the conservative opposition of the 
Five Roints, vented their rage on helpless 
women aud children, robbing, steal- 
ing, and murdering; finally, demon- 
strating their disapproval of Mr. Linco'n's 
measures anil their approval of Mr. Mal- 
lory's course, by deliberately burning an 
orphan asylum, and turning five hundred 
little children into the streets. That, aim 
all other draft riots, were the uatural result 
of the course of Mr. Mallory and the De- 
mocracy iu Congress, who neither wished 
or hoped to defeat the bill, but to array the 
conservatives aguinst the same as a lllack 
Republican uieasure. And now let us see 
what was the effect of these riots, conjured 
by a smart party trick of my conservative 
triend. Thirty thousand men had to be 
stationed to keep the peace in Iudiaua and 
Illinois, and thirty thousand to overawe 
the city of New York. With these addi- 
tional forces iu the field, many a pre< ion 
life on both sides would have been saveo, 
and the war shortened perhaps by two 
years. As it was, new drafts were forced 
upon the people by the withdrawal of these 
lorces, to watch Mr. Mallow's iriends, in 
the rear of the army. The enemies of the 
Government, North and South, were en- 
couraged, and the war dragged on and pro- 
longed, and i's desolation and bloou%ii< i 
continued. The people having thus been 
stirred into a groundless hatred of their au- 
thorities and Government, based upon par 
li-sau denunciation aud abuse — and all thi- 
to gratify the ambition aud satisfy this par- 
ty of grumblers and fretters. 

It was then thought popular to oppose 
nigger enlistments, and my friend Mallory 
never failed to get on the popular side if he 
knew it. Those iu favored' enlisting nigger 
troops, he called abolitionists, aud spent his 
time iu abusing aud making faces at the 
abolitionists aud secessionists, never failing 
to denounce the abolitionists more severeh 
and to make uglier faces at them than h« 
did at the secessionists. In all his opposi- 
tion to the Government, as in that of its en 
einies generally, slavery anil the nigger 
have been at the bottom" of it, and appeals 
uiyour prejudices on that subject have 
never failed to attract your attention. Even 
to-day, at the last gasp of the institution, 
when everybody who knows anything, 
cannot but know that it is irrevocably ami 
forever dead, I find spasmodic response- 
to Mallory's denunciations of abolitionists 
and laudations of slavery. 

Hut to Mr. Mallory's Congressional re- 
cord again: in March, 18(13, he opposed tie- 
enrollment law, as before stated; among 
other reasons, on account of the three hun- 
dred dollar clase. Vet, in June, l«o4, when 
it was found that that little clause defeaU«l 
the beneficial operation of the law, he voted 
against repealing this same clause. So he 
was against the law on account of the 
clause, and yet for the clause for its own 
sake. The clause was repealed in spite ol 
Mallory. and then every drafted man WBM 
forced to go to the war, or put in a substi- 
tute, instead of pa ving the three hundred 
dollars aud being excused, which Mr. Mal- 
lory was for and against. Ry repealing the 
three hundred dollar clause, and requiring 
soldiers instead ofononey, the ranks of our 
army were speedily filled, und the rebellion 
put down. Now, if Mr. Mallory did not op- 
pose these results, why did he oppose the 
means, which everybody saw inevitahh 
tended to bring them about? Indeed, Mr. 
Mallory must have seen it too, unless Wu 
blinded by bis hatred of Mr. Lincoln ami 
his friends that he con.!d see nothing. Tic 
truth is, Mallory seemed to be opposed |p 
every uieasure adopted by the < ioveriiuiein 
for the suppression of the rebellion. It is 
very certain it could not have prosecuted 
the war in defense of the life of the nation, 
without th-* enactment of an enrollment 
law, and of the appropriation of money for 
the army, to both of which he was oppose*! 
for reasons which I leave him to give. 

Again, in 18G4, a fellow by the name ol 
Bea. Harris, from Maryland, was iu the 
Lower House of Congress. He was a cranky, 
impudent, rampant, rickety, out-spoken 
adherent and disciple of Jeff. Davis, who 
disgraced the House by his membership in 
it, and who boasted on the floor of Congress 
that we, the Union people, had not whipped 
the South yet, and he prayed to God we 
never might. A resolution was ottered cen- 
suring him, ami, on the vote, Mr Mallory 
d » dg e d to o baok/mi ayain, I'm afraid. Yet 
1 would like to know whether or not Mr. 
Mallory approved that expression, and 
whether he deemed it compatible with the 
dignity of the representatives of the nation, 
deliberating about the best means of crush- 
ing out a most damnable rebellion, to let 
an unworthy member proclaim in their 
midst that he devoutly desired this very 
rebellion to succeed, and if such infamous, 
insolent expressions, thrown in the face of 
a bleeding nation, are to be passed by with- 
out condeui nation? 

It may be that the right of free speech, 
even when abused, as Mr. Harris abused 
it, should uot have beeu interfered with, 
but Mr. Mallory said neither yea nor nay. 
Rut enough of Mr. Mallory's record. 1 
suppose you are tired of it, aud 1 frankly 
confess I am, and will say no more about 
it, except to remark that he violently op- 
posed the Constitutional Amend uient pro- 
posed by Congress, to be acted upou by 
State Legislatures, abolishing slavery. The 
question of the adoption of that amend- 
ment will not agaiu be before Congress, 
and in the contest between Mr. M. aud 
myself, it is a dead issue, as we can have 
nothing to do with it as Congressmen. Rut 
it is a question afl, ctiug your interest; and 
as you will have to act upon it, 1 think it is 
my duty, as it is my privilege, to say what 
I think about it. The amendment is very 
short, and is couched in plain and unmis- 
takable language. Allow'ine to read it to 
you: 

"Sec. L Neither slavery nor involuntary 
servitude, except as a punishment for 
crime, whereof the party shall have been 
duly convicted, shall exist within the 
United States or any place subject to their 
jurisdiction. 



"S» . 2. Congress shall have power to en- 
force this article by appropriate legisla- 
tion." 

Now, that is the amendment. There is 
nothing hidden or mysterious about it. It 
has not even a doubtful phrase or dark 
word. The first section is rouched irt the 
precise 'anguage of the ordinance of 1787, 
bv which Virginia ceded to the United 
States the northwestern territory, now com- 
prising Ohio, Indiana, and other States- 
words contrived by Jefferson himself, aud 
acted ufion ever since, and no question ever 
raised that I know of touching their true 
meaning. There can be no question about 
their construction in any honest, fair mind. 
The second q uestiou is equally plain and 
equally simple in its terms. But of all this 
more hereafter. 
I wish to say again that slavery is dead. 
I Its own friends have destroyed it. They 
placed it at the foundation of Jeff. Davis' 
government and invited, nay, farced us to 
| assail it. They forced the whole liberal 
world to make war upon it, and presented 
to us the alternative, fo destroy slavery or 
see our Government perish. We all know 
this to be true, and no truthful, sensible 
man will deny it. Our duty was a plain 
one: to kill slavery and the rebellion with 
it and let the Government live. Roth these 
things are accomplished facts, aud in the 
whole Christian world there remains but 
three slave States, Vuba, Brazil, ami A'en- 
tucky' In her efforts to save slavery, Ken- 
tucky has the sympathy of nobody; the 
civilized world, in sentiment and practice, 
is against her, and her hopes that she might 
siicce-d in remaining neutral in the might v 
revolution through wi ich we have just 
passed, was ouly less silly than the effort 
to keep her a slave State now. I know 
the same men who then said she would 
remain neutral now say that she shall re- 
ject the Constitutional Amendment, and 
these same men insisted in lStil that she could 
remaiu neutral aud defend herself against 
the North and the South. She was to be the 
monster porcupine, with sharp, defensive 
weapons pointing in every direction. The 
politicians of the State put her in the posi- 
tion of neutrality, and forced her to say to 
the peofde of the United States, that, al- 
though the Government was the best iu the 
world, and she would gladly enjoy its 
blessings and would never yield it up, yet 
that the free States must defend and pre- 
serve it, aud in doing so must uot pass over 
her sacred soil to strike its euemies. Ah, 
my Iriends, what a degrading position for* 
brave and chivalric State to occupy. She 
was to act the mer.j passenger, aud dead- 
head at that, to use a nappy illustration of 
Mr. Lincoln's, and was not to lay her hand 
to the pump, while everybody else was 
struggling and sweating to save the noble 
sbip that had beeu scuttled by pirates! 

Rut many good men and loyal were in 
favor of neutrality then, as many now, just 
as good and loyal, are opposed to the Con- 
stitutional Amendment. 1 had no quarrel 
with those men, though I denounced neu- 
trality as wrong in principle and bad in 
policy, and I will not fall out now with 
those who differ with me as to the proprie- 
ty of ratifying the Amendment. 

My friends, it is not now a question 
whether we wish or will have slavery; that 
question is decided. We cannot retain it it 
we would. For any beneficial purposes it 
is no more, though most all its evils, aggra- 
vated by the disturbed state of the country, 
are felt. The country is tilled with roving, 
aud often vagabond slaves, without masters. 
In the hour of your need, they walk awav 
from you aud leave you without help or the 
ability to obtain it. And so it will be to the 
end. They will do you little or no good as 
slaves, and you must either take them as 
hired servants, in order to secure good IhIkji , 
or you must procureother laborers. The first 
you cauuol have until your negroes an 
treed, for they are distrustiul, and w ill not 
believe they will receive pay without an 
obvious change in their condition. Th. 
latter is out of the question, while slavery 
lasts, as we all know. This is a most un- 
desirable state of things, and ought not to 
exist, yet you are advised by the politicians 
to hold to it, aud retain it as long as you 
can — not because you will profit by it, say 
they, nor because you will not suffer by it, 
even more than in annoyance than In 
money, but in resentment for the injustice 
that is doue; in plain words you must all 
bite off vour nose to spite vour face. 

Rut the end must come, and I would say- 
to you, let it come at once; for the sooner it 
comes, the soouer you will settle down in 
the new order of thing; and, being clear, 
once and forever, of the pestilent disturber 
of the public peace, you will enter upou a 
new course of happiness and prosperity. I 
will not discuss here the constitutional ; 
of the Constitutional Amendment, as this 
is to me an uuintelligible jurgon. I do uot, 
for a moment, doubt the right of the people 
of the United States, pursuing the forms of 
law, to say that one man shall not have the 
right to hold an another in bondage when 
the exercise ot such right has proved itseli 
hostile to and inconsistent with our own 
liberties. 

And this either with or withou' compen- 
sation to him who claims such rights. The 
people inserted the clause in the Constitu- 
tion, which forbids the taking of private 
property for public use without compensa- 
tion, and may repeal or modify it in their 
discretion. This is too clear to talk about. 
But the principle objection to the adoption 
of the amendment is made to the second 
section, which authorizes Congress, by ap- 
propriate legislation, to enforce the first sec- 
tion. It is pretended that underthis second 
section, Congress will claim the right to 
force upon us negro suffrage, negro equali- 
ty, <fcc. Now, so far as I uuder.-iand it, no 
such objection was raised iu Congress by 
any member from Kentucky or elsewhere 
in the discussion on the passage of the bill 
proposing this amendment, either because 
Mr. Malloay and his friends feared that the 
objection would be indignantly repudiated 
by the friends of the bill, or that it might 
be modified so as to deprive them by ex- 
press words of all pretence for this miscon- 
struction. Congress will not, and does not 
wish to interfere with the elective franchise 
in Kentucky, or any other State, and I 
think the charge th it they will do so, against 
law and against right, is unworthily made. 
A man may la? fully released from slavery 
or involuntary servitude without making 
him a voter; without making him eligible 
to otlice, and without putting him on terms 
of social equality with those around him. 
So this second section confers on Congress 
the right mer ly to legislate iu such a way 
as to destroy slavery and involuntary servi- 
tude, except in pimisbment for crime, and 
if auy more is done by Congress, it will be 
without authority from this second section. 
Of course we do not know what illegal 
legislation Congress may hereafter attempt, 
we only know that the phraseology of this 
section does not confer upon Congress the 
power to interfere with the uegro after he 
is set free, except to see that he is kept free. 

This is all Congress can lawfully do, and 
I honestly believe, all it will attempt to do. 
The opponents of the amendment must be 
bard pressed for arguments against it wheu 
driven to such subterfuges as this. But 
these matters have been so fully discussed 
by the newspapers and speakers of our 
State, that I think it useless to say more 
about them. I think it is only a question 
of policy which concerns principally our- 
selves as to what we will do with the rem- 
nant and rubbish of slavery, which this 
mighty revolutiou has left among us. There 
is not now, and never will be agaiu, any- 
thing iu it of good, even in a worldly point 
of view, to the white race. It fails to give 
yod labor and the wealth that labor brings; 
and does any sensible man hope or believe 
it will be agaiu what it was before the war? 
Can men who have wielded the musket and 
the sword, or even the brothers and sisters 
and wives of men who have wielded mauly 
weapons in the cause of the liberty of their 
race, ever resume that habit of" humble, 
blind obedience which alone makes slavery 
protitab.e to the master and compatible 
with peace and quiet? Who can restore 
the old oonditiour Man cannot — Vallan- 
digham, Mallory, and the like cannot do it. 
Can they name any country to me, where 
slavery, once put into the course of extinc- 
tion, did not disappear outright; orcau they 
name any country in which, once abolish- 
ed, it ever again raised its ugly head? I 



know how to inspire any man who, in- 
spired with the truth and justice of his con- 
victions, can struggle along, in small minor- 
ities, despised and persecuted, kicked and 
cuffed, hoping for the better day, when 
truth will prevail; when it will shine out 
effulgent upon the still blinded, ignorant 
mass, and he, once standing solitary and 
alone, derided as a visionary, shunned as a 
fanatic, will stand forth the acknowledged 
leader o»' the people. All great movements 
uion 1, religious and scientific, had their 
small beginnings; all reformers were in the 
minority ; some were burned at the stake, 
some hung, some crucified, but they were I 
borne up by the hope of their doctrines sur- 
viving them, and keeping alive their name 
and fame to late generations. But what 
hope is there to the few scattering relics of 
the once great and powerful pro-slavery 
party? What future awaits them? To be 
kicked and cuffed and run over rough-shod 
by immeu e popular majorities this year, 
only to be snuffed clean out of existence in 
the next; and for twenty or thiity years 
hence, a man will as much hate to admit 
that he opposed the Constitutional Amend- 
ment, as you would hate to admit that you 
opposed the use of Bteamboats, or of gas 
light, the telegraph, or any of the great in- 
ventions and discoveries ot the nineteenth 
century. 

We, here in Kentucky, are in the habit of 
arguing the slavery question more from the 
economical than the moral stand point. It 
is not fashionable to say that slavery ought 
to be abolished because it is wicked and 
wrong, but simply because it does not pay. 
It deprives us of population, of railroads, 
of turnpikes, of schools; it drives from our 
State annually thirty to forty thousand na- 
tive Kentuckians, who, leaving their homes, 
go to the free Northwest. It has kept your 
cities dull and poor, to the enriching of the 
cities of neighboring States. Such and such 
like are the arguments on this topic. The 
lands will increase in value when it is abol- 
ished; the farms in the neighborhoods of 
the cities will be cut up into mark* t-gar- 
dens, as they are in the North. The saving 
of freights on the products of the farmer, 
when freedom brings with it a teeming pop- 
ulation from all quarters of the globe, and 
brings close together the producer and con- 
sumer, will alone be sufficient to reimburse 
him for the loss of the ungracious privilege 
of making other men and other women 
work for him, without wages. All these 
arguments have been laid before you by 
the press, and by the friends of the Consti- 
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tutional Amendment in every neighbor- 
hood. Statistical tables of the progress of 
free and slave communities have bei 



spread before you, fully carrying out th 
arguments, and clearly showing that 
freedom aud justice pay better than slavery 
and wrong. But I wish to add a 
little argument of my own. I want 
to tell you why slavery will not pay. 
It is because we have a God in Heaven who 
has arranged the affairs of men in such a 
way that wrong and injustice wont pay 
and don't pay. Has not the South lost 
more in the mere destruction of houses, and 
fences, and railroads, and crops, and other 
property, and expenditures for munitions 
of war, Ac, in the last four years of a rebel- 
lion, carri**d ou for the beuetit of slavery, 
tlnin it wrung out of the sweat of the slave 
iu forty years preceding? Add to this tht* 
half a million of her brave sons, who die.! 
or were -. rippled iu battle and iu camp, half 
of the entire arms-bearing population of 
the rebel States, and tell me if slavery was 
paying institution to them ? And do you 
thiuk it, cau lie restored now and not lead 
to a bloodier and fiercer war? And why is 
this? Simply because Uod» in his wisdom 
has arranged the world so that in the long 
run a system of wrong will not and cau 
not pay. Some of my clerical friends may 
take an objection to my theology, insist- 
ing that the llible sanctions slavery. 
Now, gontlemen, I must confess that 1 
am much better versed in "Casey's Tactics," 
the Army Regulations, or even in Black- 
stone aud Cbitty, though I got rather 
rusty iu law, than in the good book, but 
this much I know ot the Bible: When the 
Old and the New Testament were delivered 
to men, chattel slavery existed among all 
mankind, and every word on the subject of 
slavery which these books contain goes to- 
ward mitigating and lessening the power of 
the master and giving some little comfort 
to the slave. And this, too, I know: That 
wherever Christianity is the ruling religion, 
slavery has gone down! dowr! down! And 
wherever people do not believe in the Bible, 
but in the Turkish Koran, or in some heath- 
enish superstition, there slavery is still as 
strom; and universal and deeply hxed as it 
was two thousand years ago. Now, all 
your hypocritical, rebel parsons, with their 
texts about Paul and Oresimus, can't get 
over this little proposition: That Christi- 
anity has steadily driven out slavery, and 
that the Turks still keep it up; aud I want 
to know if the Turks and the Tartars are re- 
ally better Christians than the French and 
the Knglish, the Germans aud the Ameri- 
cans. 

Mr. Mallory belongs to a by gone age, 
somewhat like Mastodons and Siberian 
elephants, aud other antediluvian animals. 
His opposition to the Constitutional Amend- 
ment will no more stop its ultimate adop- 
tion than his baying at the meon can keep 
that heavenly lumiuary from Bhedding its 
mild riys over the wise alike and the fool. 
He cannot stem the wheel of progress, 
which sweeps away old-fashioned ploughs 
and keel boats, old-htshloned spelling, and 
old-fashioned music, old-fashioned mon- 
archies and old-fashioned slavery, which 
rolls forward locomotives where once stood 
ox carts, and draws the electric wires across 
the ocean. He can't stop that wheel, but 
he can throw himself in its way and be run 
over, and what he wants of you, gentle- 
men, is, that you shall bear bim company 
aud be run over too. He wants Kentucky 
to stand solitary and alone, not only 
among all the United States but among all 
Christian nations, iu affirming that slavery 
is divine, aud that freedom is pernicious. 
He wants Kentuckians to make themselves 
ridiculous in the eyes of the world, by their 
stubbornness, and contemptible in the eyes 
of their cbiluren of the next generation by a 
futile persistence in wrong after wrong has 
ceased to pay even a wordly profit. What 
1 advise you to do is to put away from you 
this evil for your own sake. And if hypo- 
crites tell you that the negro cannot live in 
freedom, but will perish if lea to his own 
exertions; that he must be enslaved for his 
own good, just tell them that you will look 
to your interest first, and that you cannot 
atlord hereafter to flog the darkeys for their 
own good. And you, who have seen the 
immense progress made by the blacks dur- 
ing the last four years in intelligence aud 
seli-de|>endence and self-respect, notwith- 
standing innumerable discouragements, 
will never believe that an all-wise Provi- 
dence has created a race that shall forever 
by its inability to live in freedom, belie the 
Brest :>nd self-evident truth, "that among 
the in alienable rights are lire, liberty and 
the pursuit Ol happiness."

The supercilious sneer at our "exceeding 
gentlemanliness'' in this affair is iu no bet- 
ter taste than the rest of the article. If it 
was so flagrant a breach of propriety to 
publish the fragment aforesaid, and no 
public purpose oould possibly be subserved 
by the publication, what Justification has 
the Journal for, re-pub'ishing it? And 
what about the "gentlemanliness" of assail- 
ing an unknown lady with the epithets of 
"Jerabel," "she-snob," <tc, and telling her 
that her blood "will boil down to dirt!" 
As for the "public purpose" to be subserv- 
ed, we remark in the first place that if the 
public would like to have this lady "stand 
forth" and make an exhibit of her "social 
position," they would be equally gratified 
to know that she had provoked the com- 
parison of her so nal position with that of 
others. 

But meanwhile the public don't care a pic- 
ayune about her social position. It is not 
this aspect of the case that give* the matter 
the least stiver of public interest.

If anything can be a mat- 
ter of public concern it is to know what 
opinions are uur»ed and cherished, and 
gain no little prevalence in a community, 
having such an inc<gyjiary and dangerous 
character as to forbia their open promulga- 
tion.

••Overpowered But Xot Subdued." 

New Albany, June 16, 18fi6. 
Eds. Press: Since the return of the rehel 
soldiers this expression is often heard, es- 
pecially iroui rebel officers. What, Mr. 
Editor, is meant by being "overpowered 
i'Ui not sulidued?" Is there some hidden 
significance? some smothered determina- 
tion which may yet find vent iu correspond- 
ing action? It not sulidued why surrender, 
which admit their inability to contend long- 
er with the Union fo ces? Why take the 
oath of allegiance? why lay down their 
arms and pledge I heir word and sacred 
honor to become loyal citizens. It not sub- 
dued the same passions still burn in their 
breasts — the same enmity towards the Gen- 
eral Government still exists, and the same 
spirit of lebellion will, if opportunity pre- 
sents, impel them to acta i 1' violence and 
bl.sidshed. 

The ablest commanders of the rebel army 
have acknowledged themselves overpnwer- 
ed, whipped, subdued. Tbey have sunen- 
dered themselves, their men and all prop- 
erly and munitions of war. And some of 
them have wisely advised their subordi- 
nates and soldiers to return peaceably 
and quietly to their homes— to observe aud 
•bey the laws of the United States Govern- 
ment—to deport themselves as good and 
honorable citizens.

The Southern Planters' Plan. 

The St. Louis Democrat says: 
A gentleman who has been intimate with 
Southern planters for thirty vears gives us 
information of the course which some of 
these cotton growers have determined to 
pursue in relation to tbe cultivation of their 
lands. It is simply to let tbe lands out to 
any one, black or white, who may wish to 
engage in such employment, at a certain 
amount of the product per acre, or \ter bale, 
if tbe article raised is cottou. 

One planter, at the mouth of Red river, 
who has six thousand acres to rent in this 
way, proposes to r« tain one-fourth of a bale 
as a compensation for his land, and for gin- 
ning the cotton a MaVtll amount additional, 
which will bring the price up to about one- 
third of the crop — the same proportion as 
lhat charged for all corn lsnds in other sec- 
tions of tbe countrj'. This method has 
proved successful everywhere else, and 
there is no reason why cotton culture and 
the southern part of the country should be 
t an exception/'

of the Condemned Cousplratois 
— Incidents and Sretiea. 

Washinoton, July 7.— All the conspira- 
tors who were sentenced to be banged to- 
day were executed. 

On petition of Mary K. Stirratt, through 
her counsel, Messrs Aiken andClampitl, 
Judge Wylie, of the Supreme Court of this 
ilistrict, issued a writ of habeas corpus to 
Gen. Hancock, commanding him lo pro- 
duce in court at 10 o'clock tbis morning tbe 
body ol Mary K. Snrratt, with cause and 
day of detention. The writ was served on 
General Hancock at Metropolitan Hall at 8 
o'clock tbis morning by United States Mar- 
shal Goodiug. He immediately consulted 
wilh the Attorney General and Secretary ol" 
War. At 10:30 the General had not obeyed 
the writ. This fact was brought to the no- 
tice of the Court by her couusel, but tbe 
Judge said he had not the power to enforce 
the writ 

Early to-day guards we-re placed around 
(he arsenal grounds to prevent tbe intru- 
sion of persons to the scene of execution, 
none being admitted except those previous- 
Iv supplied wilh tickets by Major General 
Hancock. 

The relatives of Mrs. Surratt and Harrold 
spent several hours wilh ihem during the 
forenoon, and they were also attended by 
their spiritual advisers, as were also Payne 
and Alzerott. 

A few minutes after one o'clock the outer 
prison doors were opened, and Mrs. Sur- 
ratt was supported ou her way to the gal- 
lows by two military officers. Next came 
Atzerot, Harrold and Payne, accompanied 
by a guard aud their respective minister* 
of the gospel. Front seats were provided 
for them on the platform, In the following 
order: Mrs. Surratl, Payne, Harrold ami 
Atzurat. The officers entrusted with the 
execution, and the ministers, occupid in- 
termediate positions. Maj. Gen. Hartsull, 
who has beeu, from the commencement, in 
charge of the prisoners, came forward aud 
read the order of the War Department, al- 
ready published, approving the sentence, 
and ordering the penalty of death to be in- 
flicted. 

A heavy guard was stationed on the walls 
surrounding the grounds, while below 
soldiers were formed on two sides o" a 
square. Perhaps several hundred civilians 
were present, anxious spectators of the sol- 
emn scene. 

One ol the priests attendant on Mrs. Sur- 
ratt, repeated a short prayer to which 
Payne, who was seated next to her, atten- 
tively listened. The minister who had 
beeu administering to Payne, expressed iu 
the name of tbe latter, his sincere thanks 
to General Hart suit" and the officers and 
soldiers who had charge of him, for their 
personal kindness. They bad not uttered 
un unkiud word, nor given an uupleasunl 
look or gesture, but seemed to commisser- 
ate his misfortune. 

The minister then uttored a brief prayer, 
asking for Payue tbe forgiveness of all bis 
-ins aud a passage out of tbis world into the 
joys of Heaven. The minister who attend- 
ed Harold also returned thanks tor the kind 
treatment of the prisoner, and offered a 
prayer that God would receive his soui. 
Harrold was affected to tears. The minis- 
ter who attended Atwn t also returned 
thanks for him to Gen. Hartsufl' and otber 
officers for kind attentions aud then in- 
voked the mercy of God upon tbe priaou- 
ers. The condemned were then required 
lo rise from their seals, when the chains 
were removed. They were all now on the 
drops, their hands were fastened behind 
ihem, and their legs bandaged both below 
and above the knees, aud white caps placed 
over their heads. Atzerot, while beiug pre 
pared for the execution, exclaimed, "Gen- 
tlemen, farewell, take care," and "good 
bye, gentlemen, now before me." One of 
the clergymen standiug near exclaimed, 
"May we all meet iu the other world." As 
soon as tbe noose was placed arouud each 
nft'k, Mrs. S.'s being the last one adjusted, 
the section of the'platform on which they 
bad beeti standing suddenly fell, aud the 
culprits were banging several feet from the 
grouud. Mrs. Surrait aud Payne scarcely 
moved a MMMM. Atzerott exhibited some 
twitching, but Harrold showed more nerv- 
ous sensibility than any of the others. Tin- 
bodies bung till life was extinct, and were 
afterwards given over lor burial, the rough 
offius being already on baud for that pur- 
pose. The arrangements for the execution 
were perfect. 

Major General Hancock was present 
throughout the proceedings. 

It is said thai Payne last night made a 
statement iu"behalf of Mrs. Surratt, exhon- 
eraling her trom complicity, and that an- 
other person subscribed to mi affidavit im- 
peaching the testimony of au important

Cpoee, and in order to give the officers on 
rd an opportunity to clear un the vessels 
and attend to tbe sanitary condition of the 
troops on board, while the others are de- 
tained off Brazos awaiting the arrival of 
lighters, with whick to disembark the 
troops aud necessary army material.

Life Feared. 

Montreal, July 7. — The purser of steam- 
er Moravian makes the following state* 
ment: Ship Wm. Nelson, from Flushing, 
for Philadelphia or New York, was de- 
stroyed by fire on the banks of the New- 
foundland. The fire originated from a red 
hot bolt being put in a tar pot between 
decks. Forty people were taken to St. 
John's by steamer Meteor. Four hundred 
people are missing, some may have been 
sa'-ed in the boats. 

The second dispatch to Capt. Aiton, of the 
Moravian, gives the following statement: 
The associated press boatmen at Cape Race 
reported that tbe steamer Meteor, belong- 
ing to D. aud W. Stuart, arrived at St. 
John's Friday, with 40 of the passengers 
and crew of the ship Wm. Nelson, taken 
from the burning wreck of the banks of 
Newfoundland. Tbe Nelson sailed from 
Flushing for New York with German emi- 
grants on board. Before the Meteor reached 
tbe burning vessel all the bo its bad put off 
full of the passengers and crew, but none 
of tbe boats bad been heard of as far as 
Capt. Aiten could learn. There were up- 
wards of 400 passengers on board when the 
vessel sailed.

Er-Gov. Vance, of North Carolina, was 
released from the Old Capitol this morniug 
bv direction of the President, on his parole, 
to returu to North Carolina and remain 
subject to the orders of the proper author- 
ity there. 

For some days past there have been mut- 
terings of discontent among the soldiers 
stationed at Bavley's Cross Roads, because, 
as they thought, they had not been fairly 
dealt with. Major Sun to-night was in- 
formed that the soldiers headed by some 
non-commissioned officers, had formed a 
plot for the capture of some headquarters, 
aud then move into one of the forts and de- 
mand terms of the Government. Orders 
Were immediately issued to brigade aud 
regimental commanders to be prepared on 
the night of the 4th for any demonstration 
that might be made. No disturbance, how- 
ever, occurred. Battalions of artillery were 
placed yesterday in positions overlooking 
the camps in the vicinity of Bayley's Cross 
Roads. 

Soldiers' friends are pleadiug for their 
discharge. The Secretary of War is iu re- 
ceipt of scores of letters daily from the fam- 
ilies of soldiers, asking that tbeir brothers 
and husbands may be discharged from the 
service and come home, to alleviate their 
poverty-stricken condition- 

This morning Major-Generals Hancock 
and Hartsuff visited the Old Penitentiary 
to formally read the sentences to the prison- 
ers convicted by the Military Commission. 
The orders were read to the condemned in 
the separate cells, and their wishes were 
consulted iu regard to the preparation they 
might wish to make before meeting their 



Payne was visited first. He received un- 
moved the notice of his doom, which was 
read to him by General Hartsuff. He sim- 
ply asked that Dr. Stock, a Baptist miLister 
of Baltimore, be sent for. 

Atzerott, who came next, was much af- 
fected, being deathly pale and sheddiug 
tears.

The officers, 
having no control of the matter, made no 
answer. She desired the attendance of 
Fathers Walton and Wrhrht, of Baltimore. 

The relatives of the prisoners had the 
clergymen they asked fur. They have all 
been' notified that the coffins aud burial 
clothes will be prepared this afternoon aud 
evening at the arsenal. 

The scaffold will be erected to-night in 
the yard south of the peuiteutiary, which is 
inclosed by a wall about 20 feet in height. 
Passes from Gen. Halleck will admit the 
necessary officials, the members of the press 
and a few spectators. 

Gen. Hartzuff, the Provost Marshal, has 
charge ol the executiou, which will take 
place about 10 o'clock to-morrow, when the 
prisoners will be hung simultaneously. 
The prisoners sentenced to imprisonment 
will be seut to the Albanv penitentiary 
without delay. 

The President's prompt confirmation of 
these sentences met universal approval, ii 
is conceived as indicative of decision ot 
character that prompts similar action in the 
case of Jeff Davis and the guilty traitors 
when their cases shall come before him. 
Boom few persons still think it possible that 
a reprieve will be granted to Mrs. Surratt. 

The wife of Dr. Mudd, with his counsel, 
called upon the President to-day, aud wish- 
ed to present some additional facts, which 
they could not adduce on the trial, and 
which they think will mitigate his sen- 
tence. 

Only about 150 officers above the rank of 
Captain are now held by the Government. 
All other prisoners of war have been dis- 
charged, aud the various camps aud depots 
for prisoners are being broken up and con- 
verted to other uses. 

Considerable mutinous threats have late- 
ly been manifested in the provisional corps 
across the river, some sergeants refusing to 
drill or perforin any duties. This state of 
affairs is attributable mostly to the lack of 
attention on the part of officers to the dis- 
cipline of their men, and it is believed ihe 
subordinate demoralization will be prompt- 
ly repressed.

Thk River was falling slowly yesterday, 
barelj' an inch at the head of the falls iu 124 
hours, aud 3 inches at Portland, with 4 feet 
I inches water iu the canal last evening by 
the mark. The weather continues oppress- 
ively warm, the thermometer in the shade 
ranging as high as U5 — the lour warmest 
days in succession we have had for many 
years. There were indications of a change 
in the afternoon, it having clouded up, with 
about a minute's sprinkling rain. The 
clouds soon dissipated, and the atmosphere 
continued as oppressive as before, aud a 
good dash of rain would be a great relief. 

On the falls last evening there were over 
M inches water in the pass down the Indian 
chute. 

At Cincinnati, yesterday, the river had 
fallen I inc .es, with the weather hot, aud 
the thermometer about 100 in a "very shady 
place." We are enjoying much cooler 
weather down here. 

the dispatch from Pittsburg, as usual, is 
considerably mixed, reporliug the "river 4 
feet higher," bu' falling. That according 
to the last report, would make U feet 5^u- 
ches water in the channel, a very good and 
very desirable sta^e of water just now, but 
the people who have to depend upon the 
dispatches are left to gu» ss the purport of 
the report. If there were 9 feet 5 inches 
water in the channel aud falling yesterday, 
it is fair to presume that it was rising the 
day before, and it may have attained a 10 
feet sta.e. That would let out the eatire 
coal fleet, give us an abuudance of coal, re- 
duce the price of that necessary commodity 
and make a good navigable stage of water 
for some days to come, enabling the mer- 
chants to receive accessions of PitUburg 
wares which were getting rather scarce, and 
holders were advancing their prices in an- 
ticipation of low water and light supplies. 

Now with the thermometer everywhere 
high up iu the nineties for nearly a week, 
the sun scorching the esrth and drying up 
the water cmises, and all the boats draw- 
ing over 30 inches are preparing to tie up 
for the summer, and the lx>atmen seeking 
shad > retreats, Niagara and other cool 
places, the startling report dashes over the 
wires from Pittsburg that the "river is four 
feet higher by the mark, but falling." We 
wish we knew how high it went up that 
mark. 

The dispatches announce the death of 
Capt. John List, of Wheeling, iu that city, 
on the night of the 6th inst. A squad of 
provost guards were iu pursuit ot an es- 
cafted prisoner, who was tired upon by one 
of the guards, the Imll, singular as it may 
appear, sinking JohuList, a bystander, in 
the thigh, causing his death in an hour.
